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I. Three Classes and their Extended Matrix in Ideology in India from 
Antiquity to Modernity

When one reads Ambedkar and Sirohi, one finds that the ideological structure is 
finally the same as economic structure and political structure - imagine all aspects 
of society in India, being a system of reciprocal references of Hindu-Brahmin and 
Hindu-OBC-Vaishya opposed to non-Hindu Dalit and Outcastes along with all its 
Other segments, Christian, Islamic and Parsi. 


It means that the syllogism of the three classes will subordinate in all senses the 
Dalit or Outcaste from the caste matrix - from elections to rock music concerts, 
even to college education and lifestyle praxis, to even the logic of sense in a shop 
with its lighting principles - all aspects form a transcendental index of the world in 
concrete appearances of the three classes in different aspects creating a 
hierarchism. That the taste of ice cream after sex is then a principle of the 
bourgeois kids, is then an inversion to the poorest people joining that Brahmin- 
ideology. 


In recent times though, the ice cream after sex is a class dictatorship of Marxists 
and Communists, even liberals like Congress, which means it is a inversion to the 
poorest which participates in the cheap ice cream given its chance among the 
poorest - imagine the three classes becoming instead one people. 


It happens by the one people being the overdetermined principle of ruptural unity 
with the Marxist class dictatorship which then becomes highest and last, or the last 
shall become the highest in Fanon’s sense, everyday privileged as the encounter of 
Sainiks in mourning religion by Sirohi. 


The shifting principle was of course Sirohi’s formulation of elite and highest as 
bourgeoisie and annihilation of caste, which brings with it elite spontaneous unity 
to the subalternised domain - not that the subaltern will create its autonomy to the 
elite domain, and remain within the overdetermined matrix of Hindu elites over the 
subaltern Dalits, but that that creative attack of the Subaltern, will merge with 
interstitial agency in Bhabha’s sense to produce a new matrix of subaltern 
participating in the elite and vice-versa, to create an axiom of equality. 


We may not be equal but we believe in our own equality not to end with - but to 
commence with, that we are equal is our equality of intelligences that we can be 
equal is our belief, not a end-point - the axiom of equality is applied when we are 
such a collective - why Communism is therefore with the theologies, a collective not 
a community. 


II. History, Antiquity and the Modern Present - Three Classes as Syllogism 
and the Annihilation of Caste

When Sirohi was busy Deleuzianising the poor Dalit class of Hyderabad, he meant 
even inter-caste marriage should seem possible - from that period to now, we have 
established that simple right. 


It means everything has changed for Dalits in India, that the people are finally 
united with exclusive high elite politics structuring the Dalit class from Sirohi 
himself a Dalit to the intellectuals who mix with him and his poor middle class 
girlfriends, now all the highest capitalists in the world - the new Matrix is finally - 
three classes in Plato’s sense - not the caste order of in fact Plato’s Greece, I will 
distinguish the two - 


Plato in Greece demands - equality of women with men, but then the unequal part 
of men in Philosophy being jurisprudence over in fact the three classes of gold, 
silver and bronze as wealthy, working middle classes and peasant and Dalit poorest 
with the right to women class - which remains under the principle of Philosophy 
which is finally Brahmin in India. The Brahmin always wins as Sirohi argues for the 
broken man in intellectual pursuit in academics in India. 


Plato with Marx and Sirohi argues instead - the strict equality of men and women, 
and the possibility of women in Philosophy as equal to man in Philosophy with 
Poems as their higher art, and all three classes are part of the meta-formal equality 
of in fact changed customs as inconsistent customs, which becomes consistent as - 
mass participation in art, even down to lighting principles in Christian Churches to 
belong to the people as the mass participation in architectural cities, and then of 
course all becomes mass line, with the difference leading class of Dalit Marxism - 
and this becomes our Platonic Justice to antiquity.
